Continuation of #2: Applicant has amended independent claims 4 and 5 by adding the 
proposed new limitations u a thick portion formed on an inner surface of the wall surface which is 
adjacent to and under the edges of the label" and "a thick portion formed on an inner surface of 
the body which is adjacent to and under the edges of the label", which requires a new search 
and/or further consideration. 

Continuation of #5: The application is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments are drawn to a proposed claim amendment, which is not being entered. 
Thus, the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims. Specifically, the 
applicant's argument drawn to the limitation of "a thick portion formed on an inner surface of the 
wall surface which is adjacent to and under the edges of the label" and "a thick portion formed 
on an inner surface of the body which is adjacent to and under the edges of the label" in claims 4 
and 5 has not been entered. Therefore, the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the 
claims of record. Applicant's arguments of record are not found persuasive because they rely on 
the non-entered amendments. Applicant's is referred back to the final rejection and interview 
summary of record in Paper #12, mailed June 23, 2003, and Paper #15.
